Then, later, came the meeting of ihe 


Bucks County Supervisors' Associa- 
tion, which proved itself to be in a 
"resolution mood." 
They resoluted 


to have the legislative representatives 
do all sorts of things-particularly 
against automobile driven who disre- 
gard the laws. They urged the Sena- 
tor and Representative* to advocate 
four laws in particular, to do the fol- 
lowing things: 


To have automobillsls remove the 


chains from their tires w henever they 
come to stone roads. 


To have the money fur good roads 


corne directly to the County Supervis- 
ors without going through the red tape 
of the Hlirhwey Department. 


To prohibit the hauling of 
„ 


than 6,000 pounds on wagons having 
tires less than four tnchc-i wide. 


To provide compensation not exceed- 


ing 150 per annum for supervisors.

•prosecute all violators of the automo- 
Me laws. They talked business, and 
they evidently meant wliat they said.

at the eastern side of the town, from 
which it trickles down to the Turk 
dam from which the borough gets a 
large part of Its ice supplv. 


The seriousness of the situation can 
be gathered from the words of a local 
physician, who says: "If there was 
typhoid in the part of the town where 
this sewage comes from and is dumped 
it is likely that the borough would 
have nn epidemic n«xt summer. The 
germs would get into the sewage, 
trickle into the creek, flood into the 
Turk dam, be fro/cn into ice and then 
served up to consumers who would get 
the disease. 
Being frozen in ice 


would not kill the germs.; thev could 
live that way for flve ye irs, because 
the cold isn't below freezing.

J. Frank Afllerbach, president of the 
Perkasie School Board and a large 
brick manufacturer of that town, who 
was arrested on the charge of forgery, 
appeared before the Court Tuesday ev- 
ening and pleaded guilty to three bills 
of indictment, the first two charging 
forgery and uttering a forgery and the 
third of forging the seal of a corpora- 
tion and uttering the same. 
The 


School Board had issued a new series 
of stock and Afllerbnch as president of 
the board kept the duplicates in his 
possession. Having become entangled 
in stock speculation and In need of 
funds he signed his own name as pre- 
sident, that of B. Frank Cope as secre- 
tary and Harry E. Grim as treasurer, 
to the duplicate bonds and securing a 
seal, to make them appear better, he 
used the bogus bonds as collateral for 
loans with several trust companies 
and banks. 


Harry K. Grlui, Esq., treasurer of 


the 1'erkasie School Board in 1805, tes- 
tified that a bond numbered 9 had 
been placed as collateral with the 
Mutual Trust Company of Philadel- 
phia. It was a forgery. He placed 
teOQO with the Mutual Trust Com- 
pany, $2000 with a bank in Bethlehem 
and £1800 with the Doylestown Na- 
tional Bunk. Alrlerbach had the dup- 
licates of the bonds used in the bond 
loan. 
He wrote on these duplicate 


bonds his own mime of president, II. 
Frank Cope's name as secretary, and

There is, nt the present time, a very 


strong Roosevelt sentiment among the 
masses of the people; In fact, we do 
not believe the people's love for him 
has ever been stronger. This is true, 
from what we read in the dally press, 
and hear from other sources, almost 
everywhere. 


Jf the Republicans of Montgomery 


ounty, for example, had an oppor- 
tunity to vote on the presidential ques- 
tion, we believe that but a small per- 
centage of the ballots would be cast 
against Roosevelt as his own successor. 
And, 
in addition, he would poll a 


large Democratic vote. 


We assume conditions to be about 


the same all over the country, except 
certain sections or states. It is a most 
interesting situation. Its equal has, 
we think, no exact parallel in our po- 
litical history. Nor has there been a 
Roosevelt since Lincoln. 
The latter 


said the Lord must love the "common 
people, because he made so many of 
them." Roosevelt loves a square deal 
for every man, which means a devo- 
tion to the welfare of the common peo- 
ple, or the masses. Roosevelt's well 
known desire for equality for all and 
special privileges for none has found 
deep, but natural, response in 
the 


hearts of the masses of the American 
people, hence they are for him every- 
where—in Montgomery 
county, in 


Pennsylvania, in the Nation. In a 
popular vote today we believe Roose- 
velt would sweep the country like a 
whirlwind against all comers, or any 
combination of them, or any argu- 
ment or pleajhat could be invented. 
And next to Roosevelt this feeling, 


we believe, is unmistakably for Taft.

Contractors' Combine, tariff spolia- 
tion, subsidies and all other means of 
mulcting taxpayers, consumers and 
the public generally, speaks with un- 
necessary harshness of "the disgusting 
lack of American enterprise in getting 
its share of the ocean traffic." Ameri- 
can enterprise has given abundant evi- 
dence of its capacily to discover op- 
portunities of making money and of 
using them to the fullest extent. We 
have too great respect for it lo speak of 
it as "disgusting" because it refuses 
logo into projects for extracting gold 
from sea water, either by the process 
of evaporation or that of navigation. 


The reason that American capital 


has in great measure withdrawn from 
sea transportalion is llmt far better op- 
portunities of making money are af- 
forded on land.- If we can make loco- 
motives for all lands of the world we 
could make steamers for all the seas of 
the world if it were worth while. The 
sea-carrying business is generally over- 
done. There is constant complaint of 
low rates and idle shipping. <Ameri- 
can enterprise shows its intelligence 
by devoting ilself to more remunera- 
tive fields. 


But The Inquirer goes on to say: 


"For this disgusting lack of American 
enterprise Congress is wholly at 
fault." What sort of business enter- 
prise is it that depends entirely upon 
Congress? 
It certainly does jiot re- 


quire much enterprise to run a steam- 
ship lineal the public expense. This 
is not the kind of enterprise that has 
made America great in the commercial 
world. 


If there Is no profit in running a 


steamship line why Is the lack of It 
disgusting? If it would take a mil- 
lion dollars a year to make good the 
deficit iu operating expenses, the loss 
.s there just the same whether it 
'alls upon the owners or upon the 
American people. You can't turn a 
deficit into a surplus merely by dravv- 
ng upon the proceeds of taxation. 
Furthermore, 
there is far more 


American enterprise in the sea-carry- 
ing trade than The Inquirer imagines. 
A few years ago the Commissioner of 
Navigation reported that several hun- 
dred thousand tons of deep-sea ship- 
)Ing was 
owned 
by 
Americans, 


though the pig-headed navigation laws 
which we inherited from the Middle 
Ages, and are not Intelligent enough 
o repeal, forbid the display of our 
flag over it. The Germans, who are 
making the greatest progress on the 
seas of any nation, can buy a steamer 
vhere they please and put their flag 
on it. But Americans cannot do it, 
and much of their maritime enter- 
prise, therefore, is concealed.

He 
ma.> suffer from dyspepsia as a result 
of marrying a girl who takes a deeper 
heart interest in the classics than she 
does in cook books, or he may merely 
be one of those prejudiced indh iduals 
whose 
imaginations 
conjure 
up 


"bogeys" whenever one- mentions 
woman and education on the same 
day, but at any rate the subject is in- 
teresting. 


Some of us have daughters whom we 


are making sacrifices to educ.ite under 
the bel'ef that we are thereby adding 
to the light and sweetness of life. 
If, 


instead of Ihis, we are signalizing the 
girl as a matrimonial partner and 
bringing sorrow on an innocent man 
who may marry her, we want to know 
it in time to snatch her away from 
school and prevent the catastrophe. 
A'o one can deny that there is alto- 
gether too much discord In the world, 
but it is a brand new theory that it is 
the result of the wife having too much 
sense. The chances are that the edu- 
cated woman will be a better house- 
keeper and manager, and the girl 
whose mind and character have been 
disciplined 
by thought and study 


mu.st make a good wife. Some house- 
keepers, urc women who are just as ig- 
norant of cooking as they are of Greek, 
and who probably can not add up a 
butcher's bill any better than they can 
do a problem in geometry, It is ig- 
norance In every line that is at the 
bottom of failure. The woman who 
understands chemistry is not liable to 
ac-cepl tile luck theory about her bread 
turning out light or heavy, aid the 
woman who has mastered the science 
of mathematics is going to know 
enough to grapple with the household 
expense account, and after she has 
studied the germ theory you may de- 
pend upon her not letting her family 
be poisoned by defective drainage, or 
her baby be slain by the bacteria in 
a sour milk bottle. 


Statisticians are trying io prove that 


the higher education for women dis- 
inclines Ihem toward matrimony, but 
this savors of nonsense. The real reas- 
on, perhaps, is because they so seldom 
gel a chance. For a girl to be highly 
educated is about the heaviest matri- 
monial handicap that can be put upon 
her. There are many reasons apparent. 
Too many perhaps to enumerate. One 
is that in this country our j'oungmen 
are not, as a classs, college bred. They 
go to work and not to school, and this 
produces a curious condition of affairs 
that the college bred woman faces. 
The average business man does not 
want a highly educated woman. He 
wants a jolly girl whose tastes are in 
the same key with his own. Nor, on 
the olber hand, is the college bred girl 
sought after as a wife by the college 
bred man. Half the extremely clev- 
er men you know are married to 
women so dull and stupid that it 
keeps you wondering how they ever 
came to do it. However, the educated 
girl is more apt to be reasonable than 
the uneducated. She learns to break 
down the walls that shut her off in a 
narrow and prejudiced way and her 
views become broad and liberal. 


The greatest, perhaps, of all things 


to be said in a college bred girl's 
favor is that when old age creeps 
upon her and the personal 
charm 


is gone she can never be less than 
interesting with her beauty of an 
educated mind that is ever charming 
and it may count in all succeeding

crease the stability of the finances of a 
country, us illustrated in France, is 
emphasized in a report which has 
reached the Slate Department from 
Consul General Mason at Paris. The 
recent financial flurry in the Uniled 
Stales and the importance of poslal 
savings banks in encouraging economy 
and confidence on the part of a large 
class of small depositors prompted the 
consul general in making his report. 


The postal savings bank system in 


France was created on April 9, 1881, 
and the returns of 1882 show that dur- 
ing that year the number of banks es- 
tablished and in operation was 6,024, 
with 211,580 deposit accounts remain- 
ing open on December 31. The whole 
amount of deposits, including interest 
in all the banks at the close of the 
year, was $9, 187, 116. At the close of 
1904 
the number of postal savings 


banks had increased to 7,883, with 
4, 345, -148 depositors, and deposits, in- 
cluding interest due to depositors on 
December ,'!!— amounting to $229, 168, - 
290. 
These deposits have steadily in- 


creased until they reached on O'.tober 
31, 1807, the sum of $207,519,423, an 
increase of $38,361,138, within a period 
of thirty-four months. 


The. postal savings banks pay Inter- 


est on deposits at the rate of 2 1-2 per 
cent, compounded, and the amount of 
each cash deposit account is limited to 
1,500 francs ($289. 50) When a depos- 
itor's account exceeds that amount the 
bank will purchase "rentes" or na- 
tional 8 per cent bonds with the sur- 
plus, keep them on deposit, collect 
the coupons when they fall due and 
credit the interest so received to the 
amount of the depositor. 


A marked growth in sentiment in 


this country in favor of the establish- 
ment of postal savings banks is admit- 
ted in congressional circles, where a 
more earnest effort will be made this 
year to enact a law inaugurating the 
system. Under the leadership of Post- 
master General Meyer the friends of 
postal savings banks are greatly en- 
couraged over the outlook for legisla- 
tion, and will urge that something 
be done when Congress takes up 
financial relief matters, holding that 
one of the most important features ot 
the postal savings banks -will be the 
bringing out of hiding the money 
which has been hoarded from small 
earnings. ______^_^^_

Go over in your minds the fight you 
supposedly were putting up against 
local option. "Peter" didn't do any- 
thing, so the paper says, he said. And 
then think of the big majority you 
rolled up for as strong alocul opliouist 
as there is in town. And then read 
again In the Republican how easy it 
was for Pete because it was he that 
started the rumor that set you fel- 
lows to work pulling his political 
chestnuts out of the fire. 


It seems to me that if I had been 


tricked into showing my hand and 
strength before the game even started 
and that if I had been led to belie\e 
that my bread and butter were at 
stake; tricked into the belief that I 
was fighting for my earlhly posses- 
sion; and then if I had entered the 
contest with my whole heart anc 
mind as you men did—you certain 
ly were in earnest—and then onlj 
to emerge from it as the bigges 
joke of the season, I think I shoulr 
keep that marked article in the Doyles 
town Republican for future reference, 
Especially would I frequently refer tl 
the way the Republican says the woo 
was pulled over my eyes. "Peter," 
the article says, "said it was easy.' 
Did you men take it so easy? 


Now I wish it to be thoroughly un- 


derstood that the leaders knew the 
ground on which I took my stand. 1 
had a long talk with Mr'. Grundy be- 
fore my candidacy was announced. 
Mr. Grundy has a very charming per- 
sonality and I believe he is sincere in 
the stand he takes. He was perfectly 
within his rights as leader of the par- 
ty, when he heard I intended coming 
out as an independent candidate for 
Council, to enquire into ray reasons, 
and I gave them to him as frankly 
as I knew how. I could not persuade 
Mr. Grundy I was right. Still he 
could not persuade me that I was 
wrong. 


My conception of Mr. Grundy's at- 


titude towards our form of govern- 
ment is that he believes in govern- 
ment of the party, by the party and 
lor the party. I believe the T,arty Is 
simply a vehicle through "^vhich the 
will of the citizenship of this country 
is expressed.
